^‘Bunty  Pulls  the  Strings^’ 

“Bunty  Pulls  the  Strings,  ” which  has  just  recently  closed  a record  run  of  over  a year  at  the  Comedy  Theatre, 
New  York,  will  be  on  its  second  week  at  the  Majestic  Theatre  next  Monday  with  the  usual  matinees  on  Wednesday 
and  Saturday.  Graham  Moffat,  its  author,  was  favorably  known  in  Scotland  as  a reader  and  lyceum  entertainer,  long 
before  his  aspirations  as  a playwright  began  to  bear  fruit.  His  keen  faculty  for  observation  is,  of  course,  a gift,  and  it  is 
this  precious  endowment  of  the  gods  that  lends  to  “ Bunty  ” its  salient  charms.  Dickens’  character  sense  was  always 
powerful  enough  to  win  forgiveness  for  his  lapses  into  melodramatic  artificiality.  There  are  few  novelists  who,  if  con- 
fronted with  the  deliberate  machinery  of  “Little  Dorrit,”  or  “Our  Mutual  Friend,”  could  have  made  the  finished  story 
appear  anything  but  insincere  and  unreal.  Yet  the  creator  of  “Pickwick”  triumphed  by  his  unfailing  perception 
of  the  quaint,  humorous  and  pathetic  sides  of  human  characters,  and  his  unique  skill  in  fashioning  naturalistic 
dialogue.  Success  has  come  to  the  erstwhile  platform  reader  by  somewhat  similar  methods.  In  other  hands,  the 
essential  fabric  of  “Bunty”  would  probably  have  been  a hopeless  handicap  at  the  outset.  Occasionally  a genius 
appears  who  can  paint  both  portraits  and  reproduce  current  human  speech,  while  at  the  same  time  disdaining 
archaic  material.  Mr.  Moffat  is  a delicious  worker  in  a field  first  exploited  successfully  on  the  stage  by  James  M. 
Barrie,  funnier  in  his  best  moments  than  that  writer,  and  usually  more  tart  and  acidious.  The  titular  personage  is, 
to  a considerable  extent,  idealized,  but  even  “Bunty,  ” with  her  sharp  tongue  and  bustling,  fussy  habits,  is  no  para- 
gon, while  other  characters  are  essentially  human  in  their  undisguised  moral  frailty.  The  complete  popular  success 
of  this  piece  disapproves  that  old  theory  that  New  Yorkers  would  not  patronize  a play  of  such  delicate  charm, 
and  even  the  long  runs  in  both  New  York  and  London  were  fairly  unprecedented.  Among  the  list  of  artists  who 
will  be  seen  in  the  play  here  are:  Molly  Pearson,  Sanderson  Moffat,  Edmund  Beresford,  Amy  Singleton,  Vera  Pole,
